Last Monday, in the presence 
of Minister of Transport Otmar 
oduber, Parliamentarians, for¬ 
mer director Franky Kuiperi, 
Supervisory Boar and employ¬ 
ees, Pastor Jairo Maduro offi¬ 
cially ‘baptized’ a fleet of 
brand new busses and auto¬ 
buses for Aruba’s Public 
Transport system - ARUBUS!

Six Bad Family Habits You Need to 
Change - Part I 


It has been said by so 
many in recent times 
that...the family is in 
trouble! And, any sim¬ 
ple observer will agree 
that the family is in 
trouble. The signs of 
trouble are evident 
everywhere! As a mat¬ 
ter of fact, because of 
the work I do as a psy¬ 
chologist, I can tell 
you for a certainty 
THAT THE FAMILY IS IN 
DEEP TROUBLE. There 
are more single mothers 
struggling and juggling to 
keep what’s left of their fam¬ 
ily together and surviving, 
than in any previous time in 
history! There are more men 
neglecting their sacred re¬ 
sponsibility to provide for 
their family than in any pre¬ 
vious time in history. More 
men are spending more time 
outside the home today than 
in any other time in recorded 
history! More children are 
disobeying parents and going 
their own wayward way than 
ever before. These and other 
issues are what are eating 
away at the foundation upon 
which the family is built. 
Many years ago, these things 
I just listed were what we 
read about in the newspaper 
or saw on family shows on 
television, but not experi¬ 
enced here in our own land. 
But, not so anymore, they are 
just as common here today as 
they are on television and 
anywhere else. 

In this article today I want 
to address a few very simple 
things we can do as individu¬ 
als who are part of families to 
help change the direction of 
our own personal family. 



Each family has their issues; 
each family has their weak¬ 
nesses and obviously 
strengths. Often, we see the 
strengths but miss the weak¬ 
nesses. 

Every family’s habits are 
different from others. Your 
family’s habits are a mix of 
your individual habits. And, 
if you didn’t know, family 
habits are the reason some 
families are more successful 
and get along better than 
other families - and are hap¬ 
pier than others. Habits are 
only good if they help you 
function well from day to 
day, if they enhance your 
life. For example, one of my 
habits every day is to read 
my Bible, I know that that is 
what helps me function well 
and it enhances my life 
greatly. Your habits should 
enhance your life. In the 
same way your family habits 
are only good if they pro¬ 
mote family health and hap¬ 
piness! 

What you need to do 
(today) is to identify those 
habits that are holding you 
back from functioning suc¬ 
cessfully and from making 
you happy. Once identified, 
you need to change them. 
The great thing about this is, 


the moment you 
change your debilitat¬ 
ing habit, the rest of 
your family will be 
* /J positively affected by 
your change. 

Let me share five 
bad family habits that 
we need to identify 
and, by all means, 
work hard at chang¬ 
ing. If we succeed in 
changing these bad 
habits, we may just turn¬ 
around our family from head¬ 
ing down the road of 
destruction or dismay. Here 
are five bad habits our fami¬ 
lies need to get rid of: 

1. Complaining: 

You’d be surprised to 
learn that many people com¬ 
plain simply for the sake of 
complaining. They do noth¬ 
ing to change the things 
they’re complaining about, 
they just complain. Com¬ 
plaining is contagious and 
can ruin relation- ships. Stop 
complaining and become 
proactive and change what 
isn’t working in the family. 
Do the change graciously and 
tactfully and bring out the 
best in your children and 
spouse.

The rating affirmation and 
Stable Outlook are supported 
by Fitch's expectation that 
economic growth should re¬ 
sume and fiscal consolidation 
will proceed over the next 
two years supported by the 
expected reopening of the oil 
refinery, the positive per- for- 
mance of the tourism sector, 
the implementation of an am¬ 
bitious stimulus program, and 
the adoption of additional 
revenue-enhancing and cost- 
containment measures. 

Aruba's ratings are under¬ 
pinned by a high per capita 
income, strong political insti¬ 
tutions, social stability, a long 
track record of macroeco¬ 
nomic stability and demon¬ 
strated capacity to rein in 
fiscal imbalances. Aruba also 
benefits from broad support 
from the Dutch government 


as it is part of the Kingdom of 
the Netherlands. Addition¬ 
ally, a conservative banking 
system, adequate interna¬ 
tional reserves coverage and 
the lack of a sustained real 
exchange rate appreciation 
continue to underpin the sus¬ 
tainability of the exchange 
rate peg. 

These strengths are coun¬ 
terbalanced by Aruba's weak 
fiscal solvency ratios and 
modest medium-term growth 
potential. In addition, Fitch 
has long flagged the narrow 
base of the economy as a key 
source of vulnerability and 
this has been exposed with 
the recurrent suspensions of 
operations at the Valero refin¬ 
ery. The resulting volatility in 
GDP growth has been incor¬ 
porated in Aruba's 'BBB' rat¬ 
ing. 

The Aruban economy ex¬ 
panded by 8.9% in 2011 but 
could contract by 2% in 2012 
due to the temporary shut¬ 
down of the Valero refinery. 
The government is in ad¬ 
vanced discussions to facili¬ 
tate the sale of Valero to 
PetroChina. While the au¬ 
thorities expect the refinery 
to restart in October 2012, 
uncertainty surrounding the 


completion of the commer¬ 
cial transaction represents the 
chief downside risk to eco¬ 
nomic growth, fiscal and ex¬ 
ternal accounts as well as the 
international reserves posi¬ 
tion. 

The longer the suspension 
of refining operations, the 
stronger would be its reces¬ 
sionary impact on produc¬ 
tion, oil exports, investment, 
employment and business 
confidence. However, unlike 
during the last refinery shut¬ 
down in 2009 - 2010, the 
growth of the hospitality in¬ 
dustry and the implementa¬ 
tion of a multi-year 
infrastructure stimulus pro¬ 
gram of about 37% of GDP 
would cushion theimpact on 
domestic demand. 

The government's fiscal 
consolidation strategy has re¬ 
lied on expenditure restraint 
and cost-saving entitlements 
reforms. The authorities also 
plan to boost tax receipts 
through the revaluation of 
real estate properties, the col¬ 
lection of tax arrears and in¬ 
creased excise levies. Fitch 
expects the fiscal deficit to 
fall to 6.9% of GDP in 2012 
and converge to the 3% target 
by 2015, two years later than 


stipulated in the official budg¬ 
eting framework. The govern¬ 
ment is also discussing 
revenue-enhancing measures 
that could further support fis¬ 
cal consolidation efforts. 

General government debt 
has increased from 32% of 
GDP in 2008 to an expected 
51% in 2012, which is higher 
than the 40% median of the 
'BBB' category. This is erod¬ 
ing the authorities' fiscal 
space to respond to economic 
shocks. The debt burden 
could potentially stabilize at 
50% of GDP by 2013 pro¬ 
vided economic growth re¬ 
sumes and the fiscal forecasts 
materialize. Fitch notes that 
Aruba's access to interna¬ 
tional capital markets and do¬ 
mestic funding at fixed rates 
and long-term maturities pro¬ 
vide financing flexibility. 
Moreover, the Aruban author¬ 
ities are exploring potential 
support from the Netherlands 
to refinance large external re¬ 
payments coming due in 2013 
and 2014, potentially mitigat¬ 
ing future rollover risks and 
reducing the interest service 
burden. 

Persistent economic 
growth underperformance or 
material deviations from the 


official deficit reduction tar¬ 
gets would undermine debt 
sustainability and lead to a 
negative rating action. A per¬ 
manent shutdown of the re¬ 
finery and failure to maintain 
support from the Netherlands 
could also put downward 
pressure on the ratings. Con¬ 
versely, a favorable growth 
trajectory and sustained re¬ 
ductions in the government 
debt burden would be posi¬ 
tive for Aruba's creditworthi¬ 
ness.

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Trailer companies lose court case 
against Government of Aruba 



ORANJESTAD - This past 
week the local court an¬ 
nounced the decision of the 
court case that the companies 
that rented trailers for the use 
of class rooms on school pre¬ 
mises entered against the 
government of Aruba and the 
Minister of Education. 

In the court case the Judge 
threw out the plaintiffs de¬ 
mands and sentenced them to 
pay all court fees for the court 
proceedings. 

With respect to the de¬ 
mands of the five companies, 
the court magistrate con¬ 
cluded that they had no basis 
for the demand that the gov¬ 
ernment pay for damages, nor 
did the government had any 
obligation to accept offers 
from them and in so doing 
the government did not act in 
bad faith against them. In 
their case there was no evi¬ 
dence of poor governance by 


the govern¬ 
ment. 

The plain¬ 
tiffs' plight 
that they had 
not been 
given suffi¬ 
cient informa¬ 
tion to be able 
to make an 
offer to the 
government, 
the Judge ex¬ 
plained that 
on January 24th, 2012, they 
had received a list of the re¬ 
quirements and though this 
did not include all the details, 
they could have used their ex¬ 
pertise to provide more con¬ 
tent to an offer. This was also 
indicated in a letter from BK 
Consult NV which was pre¬ 
sented in court, according to 
the conclusion of the Judge. 

According to the Judge, 
the plaintiffs could not in¬ 


struct the Minister to submit 
a public tender or any other 
type of tender. He also con¬ 
cluded that they had suffi¬ 
cient time to submit an offer 
with a suitable option that 
could have replaced the trail¬ 
ers they were renting to the 
government of Aruba at the 
different schools, which they 
did not do. Hence, they lost 
their court case against the 
government.

Tropical Storm Isaac threatens dam 


NEW ORLEANS (AFP) - Au¬ 
thorities in two states along the 
US Gulf Coast yesterday urged 
residents to seek shelter amid 
fears a dam could fail as Trop¬ 
ical Storm Isaac doused an al¬ 
ready drenched region. 

Local officials in Mississippi 
called for precautionary evacu¬ 
ations of the area near Lake 
Tangipahoa after the Percy Quin 
Dam showed signs of heavy 
damage due to the storm, a 
statement said. In Louisiana, 
Tangipahoa Parish President 
Gordon Burgess called for a 
mandatory evacuation along the 
Tangipahoa River. 

Word of a possible breach 
came as forecasters warned of 
life-threatening floods, torna¬ 
does and storm surges due to 
the slow-moving and ferocious 
mix of wind and rain, down¬ 


graded from a hurricane to a 
tropical storm Wednesday. 

Forecasters said Isaac was 
165 miles (270 kilometers) 
northwest of New Orleans, 
where officials on Wednesday 
ordered the evacuation of 
some 3,000 people in coastal 
Plaquemines Parish, the area 
hardest hit by the storm. 

The storm has revived 
memories of Hurricane Kat¬ 
rina, which devastated the re¬ 
gion exactly seven years ago, 
flooding New Orleans and 
killing at least 1,800 people in 
the broader Gulf Coast area. 

But this time around, new 
multi-billion-dollar post-Kat¬ 
rina flood defenses appeared to 
be holding but authorities still 
urged residents to stay indoors 
and three regional airports re¬ 
mained closed. 


In Slidell, a town to the 
north of Lake Pontchartrain 
where hundreds of homes and 
businesses are submerged, 
about 100 people were rescued 
with high-water trucks and 
boats after rain swelled the sur¬ 
rounding bayou. Dozens more 
remained trapped in their 
homes as waist-high flood wa¬ 
ters made roads impassable. 
"We weren't expecting it," po¬ 
lice chief Randy Smith said. 

Packing maximum sus¬ 
tained winds of 40 miles (65 
kilometers per hour), the storm 
could dump up to 14 inches 
(35 centimeters) of rain over 
much of Louisiana, Missis¬ 
sippi, southwest Alabama and 
Arkansas through today. And 
some areas could see levels of 
up to 25 inches (64 centime¬ 
ters), the National Hurricane 
Center said. 

Isaac may wind up causing 
as much as $2.5 billion in da¬ 
mage in and around Louisiana 
and in the offshore oil sector in 
the Gulf of Mexico, according 
to early estimates from natural 
disaster modeler Eqecat. 

Meanwhile, the Mississippi 
River flowed backwards for 
nearly 24 hours due to pressure 
from Isaac, the US Geological 
Survey said. The waterway 
similarly went into reverse 
gear during Katrina, cresting at 
13 feet (nearly four meters) 
about its previous level. 

More than 760,000 people 
made do without electricity in 
Louisiana, Mississippi, Arkan¬ 
sas and Texas, local power 
company Entergy said as the 
weather system snapped utility 
poles and downed transmis¬ 
sion lines. Across Louisiana, 
more than 4,000 people were 
crammed into shelters. 

Dozens of nursing home 
residents, many in wheel¬ 
chairs, were among those 
taken to higher ground by the 
National Guard in high-water 
trucks.

Occupy Wall Street plans 
to block NYSE 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Occupy 
Wall Street will mark its first 
anniversary this September by 
trying to blockade the New 
York Stock Exchange and per¬ 
haps carry out citizen’s arrests 
of bankers, organizers of the 
social protest movement said 
yesterday. 

Occupy has seen a steep 
drop in support since its foun¬ 
ding a year ago when hundreds 
of people camped in Zuccotti 
Park near Wall Street to protest 
bank bailouts and what they 
called the ruling ’’one percent" 
of America's most wealthy. 

However, activists promise 
a resurgence on the September 
17 anniversary, about six 
weeks before Americans de¬ 
cide whether to reelect Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama or bring in 
his Republican challenger, 
Mitt Romney. 

The highlight of several 
days of street actions will be a 
"people's wall" at the NYSE, 
Dana Balicki, a spokeswoman 
for the group, told AFP. 

"That will be a pretty sub¬ 
stantial act of civil disobedi¬ 
ence," she said. Protesters will 
stage a sit-in outside the hea¬ 
vily guarded building and there 
are plans to attempt citizen's 


arrests of bankers. 

"That's still on the table. 
That's been talked about a lot. 
They've been planning some 
citizen's arrests for some time," 
she said. 

"There'll be a mass of peo¬ 
ple converging on the Stock 
Exchange to deliver our mes¬ 
sage: that we're the 99 percent 
and we're not going to take it," 
Balicki, 31, said. 

Balicki said Occupy leaders 
had learned from past mistakes 
and were ready to get around 
any police crackdown. 

Previous Occupy events in 
New York's tightly policed fi¬ 
nancial district have drawn a 
huge law enforcement re¬ 
sponse, often resulting in 
dozens and occasionally hun¬ 
dreds of arrests for disorderly 
behavior. 

Organizers at the media- 
savvy OccupyWallSt.org site 
said that their protests are more 
relevant than ever. 

September 17 "marks the 
beginning of year two of Oc¬ 
cupy Wall Street and four 
years since Lehman Brothers 
declared bankruptcy, helping 
catapult our global economy 
into a new phase of disrepair," 
a statement said. 


UN nuclear watchdog 
has 'serious concern' 
over NKorea 


VIENNA (AFP) - North 
Korea's nuclear program is a 
matter of "serious concern," 
the UN atomic agency IAEA 
said in a report released yester¬ 
day, referring in particular to 
two sites Pyongyang has 
stopped it from visiting. 

"The nuclear program of 
North Korea is a matter of se¬ 
rious concern," said the report 
from the International Atomic 
Energy Agency. 

North Korea's statements 
about uranium enrichment ac¬ 
tivities and the construction of 
a light-water reactor "continue 
to be deeply troubling", the re¬ 
port added. 

The country had in recent 
months made significant 
progress in building this reac¬ 
tor, the report said. 

In late February, the United 
States announced it had agreed 
a moratorium with North 
Korea on nuclear activities and 
ballistic missile tests, in ex¬ 
change for a resumption of 
food aid to the hermetic Stalin¬ 
ist state. 

In March, North Korea in¬ 


vited the IAEA to send inspec¬ 
tors to help implement the deal 
— a significant rapprochement 
given it expelled agency in¬ 
spectors in 2009 and has since 
refused to cooperate with the 
agency. 

But after a much-vaunted 
missile launch by Pyongyang 
on April 13, Washington sus¬ 
pended the deal, even though 
the launch failed. 

Talks between the IAEA 
and North Korea have thus re¬ 
mained on hold. 

Nevertheless, yesterday's 
report from the agency called 
on North Korea to renew its 
cooperation with them. 

"The Agency will continue 
to maintain its readiness to 
play an essential role in verify¬ 
ing North Korea's nuclear pro¬ 
gram," it added. 

The North has staged two 
nuclear tests, in 2006 and 
2009. In November 2010, it 
unveiled its uranium enrich¬ 
ment factor. Until now, it has 
used plutonium in its nuclear 
devices. 



Defector: Officials work covertly against 
Syria regime 


GENEVA (AFP) - Dissident 
Syrian diplomats and civil ser¬ 
vants are covertly working 
from the inside to help opposi¬ 
tion forces, a diplomat who re¬ 
cently defected from the 
regime told UN rights officials 
yesterday. 

Danny Al-Baaj, who went 
public with his opposition to 
the regime on August 10, told 
the UN Human Rights Council 
in Geneva that he had been 
part of a group of diplomats 
working against the regime 
from the inside. 

They had set up a network 
of contacts supporting the op¬ 
position, "regardless of where 
they stand", he said. 

And while only seven Syria 
diplomats had publicly de¬ 
fected so far, other officials — 
diplomats and civil servants — 
were covertly supporting the 
opposition in different ways, 
he said. 

He gave few further details, 


saying he needed to ensure the 
safety of the people involved. 

He said it was thanks to 
sympathetic officials that his 
parents had been able to leave 
Syria, he said: the officials 
turned a bling eye even though 
the authorities were searching 
for them. 

Once his family was safe, 
he added, he felt free to speak 
out publicly. The Swiss autho¬ 
rities have granted him and his 
family a permit to stay in the 
county. 

Baaj, who defected earlier 
this month, said that when he 
arrived at the Syrian diplo¬ 
matic mission to the UN in 
Geneva in August 2010, he be¬ 
lieved in Assad and the gov¬ 
ernment reforms that he had 
promised. 

It was not long however, 
before his views changed. 

"It was clear to me that 
there was no serious intention 
by the government to do any¬ 


thing," he said. 

They had no intention ei¬ 
ther of stopping the killings 
and atrocities on the ground or 
of meeting the calls for reform, 
he added. 

Baaj said he first made con¬ 
tact with members of the oppo¬ 
sition in the autumn of 2011. 
He had been part of the Syrian 
Democratic Platform, an oppo¬ 
sition group, from the begin¬ 
ning, he said. 

He acknowledged that 
Syria's future depended on 
other countries and expressed 
hope that a vote on the issue at 
the next session of the UN 
Human Rights Council in Sep¬ 
tember would produce a con¬ 
sensus. 

He refused to back unila¬ 
teral international intervention 
in the conflict however, but 
said that if the Security Coun¬ 
cil agreed on action, that 
would be a different matter.

Australians implant 'world first* 
bionic eye

Small families boost 
prosperity for 
descendants: study 


SYDNEY (AFP) - Australian 
scientists said Thursday they 
had successfully implanted a 
’’world first” bionic eye proto¬ 
type, describing it as a major 
breakthrough for the visually 
impaired. 

Bionic Vision Australia 
(BVA), a government-funded 
science consortium, said it had 
surgically installed an ’’early 
prototype” robotic eye in a 
woman with hereditary sight 
loss caused by degenerative 
retinitis pigmentosa. 

Described as a ”pre-bionic 
eye”, the tiny device is at¬ 
tached to Dianne Ashworth's 
retina and contains 24 elec¬ 
trodes which send electrical 
impulses to stimulate her eye's 
nerve cells. 

Researchers switched on 
the device in their laboratory 
last month after Ashworth had 


fully recovered from surgery 
and she said it was an incredi¬ 
ble experience. 

"I didn't know what to ex¬ 
pect, but all of a sudden, I 
could see a little flash — it was 
amazing,” she said in a state¬ 
ment. 

"Every time there was 
stimulation there was a differ¬ 
ent shape that appeared in 
front of my eye. 

Penny Allen, the surgeon 
who implanted the device, de¬ 
scribed it as a "world first”. 

Ashworth's device only works 
when it is connected inside the 
lab and BVA chairman David 
Penington said it would be used 
to explore how images were 
"built” by the brain and eye. 

Feedback from the device 
will be fed into a "vision 
processor” allowing doctors to 
determine exactly what Ash¬ 


worth sees when her retina is 
subjected to various levels of 
stimulation. 

"The team is looking for 
consistency of shapes, bright¬ 
ness, size and location of 
flashes to determine how the 
brain interprets this informa¬ 
tion,” explained Rob Shep¬ 
herd, director of the Bionics 
Institute which was also in¬ 
volved in the breakthrough. 

The team is working to¬ 
wards a "wide-view” 98-elec- 
trode device that will provide 
users with the ability to per¬ 
ceive large objects such as 
buildings and cars, and a 
"high-acuity” 1,024-electrode 
device. 

Patients with the high-acuity 
device are expected to be able to 
recognise faces and read large 
print, and BVA said it would be 
suitable for people with retinitis 
pigmentosa and age-related 
macular degeneration. 

Penington said the early re¬ 
sults from Ashworth had "ful¬ 
filled our best expectations, 
giving us confidence that with 
further development we can 
achieve useful vision”. 

"The next big step will be 
when we commence implants 
of the full devices,” he said.

PARIS (AFP) - Having a 
smaller family is a springboard 
for giving future generations 
the chance of greater prosper¬ 
ity, according to a Swedish 
study published. 

Providing scientific support 
to what is anecdotal evidence, 
it says that in an advanced in¬ 
dustrialised society, having 
fewer offspring means chil¬ 
dren benefit from greater 
parental investment and from 
inherited capital. 

This translates into socio¬ 
economic success, which is 
transmitted over generations, 
the paper says. 

Scientists from London and 
Stockholm pored over a re¬ 
markable database which as¬ 
sessed 14,000 people born in 
Sweden between 1915 and 
1929 and all their descendants 
up to 2009. 

Families that were smaller 
and from more prosperous 
backgrounds were linked to bet¬ 
ter grades at school, a university 
education and a higher income 
and social status, they found. 

The benefits were greatest 
when the parents were also in 
a high socio-economic cate¬ 
gory. The advantages were en¬ 
during, because they carried 
over the four generations 
which were studied. 

In the modern world, fertil¬ 


ity rates — the number of off¬ 
spring per woman — decline as 
a country becomes more pros¬ 
perous, a phenomenon called 
the demographic transition. 

The trend occurs first and 
most substantially among 
wealthier sections of society. 

"One of our most interesting 
findings is that being from an 
initially wealthy household 
makes the benefits of small 
family size even bigger,” said 

"Poorer households in con¬ 
trast have relatively little to 
gain by limiting fertility, per¬ 
haps because the success of 
their children is more deter¬ 
mined by broader societal fac¬ 
tors, rather than investment 
and inheritance from parents, 
which is in short supply.” 

"It's been a puzzle for evo¬ 
lutionary biologists,” Good¬ 
man said. "It's not what you 
would expect, because as a 
species gets more resources, it 
has more offspring.” 

In this case, lower fertility 
was a success — but in socio¬ 
economic terms, not in repro¬ 
ductive terms. 

In the study, the first gener¬ 
ation had an average of 3.2 cil- 
dren; their children had 1.7 
offspring; the grandchildren 
had 1.8 children; and the great¬ 
grandchildren, as of 2009, had 
an average of 0.7 offspring.

Polonium, a highly radioactive material 



PARIS (AFP) - Polonium, the 
poison suspected of being 
used to kill Palestinian leader 
Yasser Arafat in 2004, is a 
highly radioactive material 
rarely found outside military 
and scientific circles. 

Also known as Radium F, it 
is a rare but naturally occur¬ 
ring metalloid found in ura¬ 
nium ores that emits highly 
hazardous alpha, or positively 
charged, particles. 

Before being cited in con¬ 
nection with Arafat's death, the 
substance had been named in 
the case of Alexander Litvi¬ 
nenko, a former Russian spy 


and dissident who died in a 
London hospital in 2006 
showing symptoms of polo¬ 
nium poisoning. 

Small doses of polonium 
210 exist in the soil and at¬ 
mosphere, and even in the 
human body, but in high doses 
it is highly toxic if it is in¬ 
gested or inhaled, and can 
damage the body's tissues and 
organs. 

It is one of the rarest natural 
elements: in 10 grams of ura¬ 
nium there is a maximum of a 
billionth of a gram of polo¬ 
nium. 

The substance has been 
used industrially for its alpha 
radiation in research and med¬ 
icine, and as a heating source 
for space components, but in 
those forms it is not conducive 
to easy poisoning. 

Small doses are also found 
in tobacco, derived from the 
soil and phosphate fertilizers 
used on tobacco plants. 

Polonium was discovered 
by Marie and Pierre Curie in 
1898 while they were doing re¬ 
search in France on the cause 
of radioactivity in the mineral 
pitchblende, the chief ore-min¬ 
eral source of uranium. 


Marie Curie named the ma¬ 
terial after her homeland of 
Poland, which at the time was 
under Russian, Prussian and 
Austrian control and not 
recognised as an independent 
country. 

For their discovery of polo¬ 
nium, radium and their work 
on radioactivity, the Curies 
won the 1903 Nobel Prize in 
Physics, which they shared 
with Antoine Becquerel of 
France. 

Like many other pioneering 
researchers in the field of ra¬ 
dioactivity, Marie Curie died 
in 1934 at the age 67 of 
leukaemia, brought on by her 
handling radioactive materials. 



Bolivia backpedals on 
uranium seizure claim 


LA PAZ (AFP) - Authorities 
in Bolivia backpedaled yester¬ 
day after claiming that they 
had seized nearly two tons of 
uranium in central La Paz, 
saying instead they had found 
rocks with possible traces of 
the substance. 

Earlier Tuesday, Deputy In¬ 
terior Minister Jorge Perez 
had told reporters that nearly 
two tons of uranium had been 
found in a garage on the 
ground floor of a building in 
central La Paz, not far from 


the US and Brazilian em¬ 
bassies. 

Experts were to quickly ex¬ 
amine the material, which the 
deputy minister said appeared 
to have a "high level of ra¬ 
dioactivity." Perez did not ex¬ 
plain how the discovery was 
made, or the specific nature of 
the uranium. 

Perez had also said the ma¬ 
terial, found in heavy plastic 
bags as a result of a six-week 
investigation, was likely des¬ 
tined for Chile.

WTO head confirms 2012 
slowdown in world trade 


World Bank: Food prices soared 
10% in July 


PARIS (AFP) - Pascal Lamy, 
head of the World Trade Or¬ 
ganization, confirmed yester¬ 
day that growth in global trade 
would remain below four per¬ 
cent this year and urged gov¬ 
ernments against protectio¬ 
nism. 

Annual growth in world 
trade has averaged six percent 
over the past 15 years, but this 
year "we will be below four 
percent," Lamy told France’s 
BFM radio, blaming the slow¬ 
down on a sluggish world 
economy. 

But Lamy said the rough 


patch should not be an excuse 
for political leaders to give in 
to protectionism "which makes 
no sense." 

"The world has crossed this 
crisis without a protectionist 
tsunami, but there are preoccu¬ 
pying signs that the WTO is 
watching over closely," Lamy 
said. 

In April, the WTO warned 
that world trade growth, which 
slowed in 2011 after a big re¬ 
bound in 2010, would weaken 
again this year and grow by 5.6 
percent in 2013. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
World Bank said yesterday that 
drought in the US and Eastern 
Europe crop centers sent 
global food prices soaring by 
10 percent last month, raising 
a food security threat to the 
world’s poorest people. 

The surge in prices, mainly 
due to the devastating heat 
wave across the central US, 
which produces the world's 
largest crops of corn (maize) 
and soybeans, places in danger 
millions around the world, es¬ 
pecially in countries dependent 
on imported grains, according 
to the bank.

Hollande urges firm decisions on 
Greece, Spain at summit 


MADRID (AFP) - French 
President Francois Hollande 
said yesterday he expected 
clear decisions on Greece and 
Spain, two of the most vulner¬ 
able countries in the eurozone, 
at an October summit in Brus¬ 
sels 

"I want the European Coun¬ 
cil on October 19 on the 
Greece question and the inter¬ 
vention by Europe to support 
states that may be momentarily 
in difficulty (i.e. Spain)," Hol¬ 
lande told reporters on the 
sidelines of a visit to Madrid. 

And he wanted decisions to 
be made there and then, with¬ 


out any need for further con¬ 
sultation, he stressed. 

Hollande, who was speak¬ 
ing after talks with Spanish 
Prime Minister Mariano Rajoy, 
criticised the EU's failure to act 
quickly and decisively. 

"The problem with Europe 
is that it all too often delays de¬ 
cisions and puts its mecha¬ 
nisms into operation too late," 
he said. 

The necessary decisions 
had to be made — and imple¬ 
mented — more quickly, he 
added. 

For Hollande, the "success"

The French president added 
that he had faith in what 
Greece is proposing, but added 
that "we will see the troika re¬ 
port (from EU, ECB and IMF 
auditors) and what Spain has to 
put forward." 


prices of both com and wheat 
jumped by 25 percent while 
soybeans were up 17 percent. 
Corn and soybean prices 
topped their previous record 
highs in the food price crisis of 
June 2008. The other key 
global staple, rice, was four 
percent lower, however. 

That left the World Bank's 
food price index six percent 
higher than a year earlier and 
one percent higher than the 
February 2011 peak. 

"Food prices rose again 
sharply threatening the health 
and well-being of millions of 
people," World Bank President 
Jim Yong Kim said in a state¬ 
ment. 

"Africa and the Middle East 
are particularly vulnerable, but 
so are people in other countries 
where the prices of grains have 
gone up abruptly." 

The World Bank called 
countries in the Middle East 
and North and Sub-Saharan 
Africa the "most vulnerable to 
this global shock." 

"They have large food im¬ 
port bills, their food consump¬ 
tion is a large share of average 
household spending, and they 
have limited fiscal space and 
comparatively weaker protec¬ 
tive mechanisms," the Bank

said in its Food Price Watch re¬ 
port. 

"Domestic food prices in 
these regions have also experi¬ 
enced sharp increases even be¬ 
fore the global shock due to 
seasonal trends, poor past har¬ 
vests, and conflict," it said. 

The World Bank said that 
the diversion of corn to pro¬ 
duce ethanol biofuel — which 
takes up to 40 percent of US 
com production — is a key fac¬ 
tor in the sharp rise in the com 
price. 

The UN Food and Agricul¬ 
tural Organization's chief 
called earlier this month on 
Washington to rescind its man¬ 
date for fuel producers to use 
ethanol in gasoline and other 
fuel products, to ease the pre¬ 
ssure on corn prices. 

The World Bank pointed 
out that there is also a spillover 
effect on wheat prices: that as 
corn supplies tighten, wheat 
becomes used more as a sub¬ 
stitute for corn in livestock 
feed. 

Reacting to the report, 
Oxfam spokesperson Colin 
Roche criticized the lack of ac¬ 
tion from the Group of 20 lead¬ 
ing economies to address the 
soaring food prices. 

"Oxfam is already seeing 
the devastating impact of food 
price volatility in developing 
countries that rely on food im¬ 
ports," he said. 

"The G20 has decided to 
wait for September's US crop 
report before deciding whether 
to take action on food prices, 
but they must call it now be¬ 
fore prices spiral out of control 
and push more people into 
hunger."

Records tumble on first day of the Games

LONDON (AFP) - Cyclist 
Sarah Storey on Thursday 
stormed to her eighth Para¬ 
lympic gold, taking the 
women's C5 individual 3km 
pursuit after a lightning-quick 


qualifying time that would 
have won her a non-disabled 
title. 

The 34-year-old rider's win¬ 
ning performance, which 
opened the hosts' gold ac¬ 
count, came amid a slew of 
new world bests in track cy¬ 
cling and swimming, as China 


took the first gold of the 
Games on the first day of com¬ 
petition. 

Storey, a five-time Para¬ 
lympic swimming gold medal¬ 
list who switched sports for 


the Beijing Games in 2008, 
caught Poland's Anna 
Harkowska with just under 
half of the 12-lap race to go, 
giving her a third cycling gold. 

The British cyclist earlier 
clocked a new world best of 
3min 32.170sec, which would 
have won her silver at the 


World Championships earlier 
this year and the title at the 
UCI Track Cycling World Cup 
at the same venue in February. 

That World Cup race, a test 
event for the Olympic Velo¬ 
drome, was won by her British 
compatriot Joanna Rowsell in 
3min 32.364sec. Rowsell took 
Olympic gold earlier this 
month in the team pursuit. 

Storey, who was bom with¬ 
out a functioning left hand and 
narrowly missed out on a 
place in Britain's Olympic 
squad, said: "I always thought 
that if I could get off to a great 
start it would set up the week 
and hopefully that's the case. 

China won both races in the 
Cl-2-3 pursuit, with Zeng Sini 
breaking the world record in 
qualifying, while Germany's 
Tobias Graf set a new C2 best 
as he took bronze in the men's 
event. 

Susan Powell posted the 
world's fastest time in the 
women's C4 3km individual 
pursuit qualifiers and went on 
to give Australia its first gold 
of the Games. 

It was a good day for the 
Aussies, with defending cham¬ 
pion Kieran Modra and guide 
rider Scott McPhee taking the 
men's blind and visually im¬ 
paired 4km tandem pursuit, 
beating Modra's previous 
world best. 

Five world records tumbled 
in the swimming finals, with the 
highlight New Zealander So¬ 
phie Pascoe, who smashed the 
new best she set earlier in qual¬ 
ifying by more than three sec¬ 
onds in the final of the 200m 
SM10 individual medley. 

In the men's equivalent, 
Benoit Huot of Canada shaved 
his own previous world best 


down to 2min 10.01 secs. 

Zheng Tao, meanwhile, fi¬ 
nally beat the record set by 


Russia's Igor Plotnikov way 
back in 2004 in the men's S6 
100m backstroke, while com¬ 
patriot Lu Dong took the 
women's race, also in world 
record time, as China scooped 
three golds. 

Brazil's Daniel Dias be¬ 
came the fastest man ever in 
the S5 50m freestyle. 



Sergey Punko and Oxana 
Savchenko made it a Russian 
double in both S12 400m 


freestyle events. 

Charles Rozoy gave France 
its first gold in the men's S8 
100m butterfly and US swim¬ 
mer Jessica Long took the 
women's race to give her an 
eighth Paralympic gold over 
three Games.

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MONACO (AFP) - Fate 
largely smiled on Manchester 
United and holders Chelsea in 
yesterday’s Champions League 
draw, but Manchester City 
found themselves drawn into a 
daunting group with Real 
Madrid, Ajax and Borussia 
Dortmund. 

Chelsea, who beat Bayern 
Munich on penalties in last 
season's final to claim the tro¬ 
phy for the first time, were 
drawn in Group E alongside 
Italian champions Juventus, 
Shakhtar Donetsk, and Danish 
debutants Nordsjaelland. 

Juventus will be appearing 
in the Champions League for 
the first time since the 2009-10 
season and are likely to present 
the strongest threat to Roberto 
di Matteo's side. 

United found themselves in 
fairly benign surroundings in 
Group H, having been pitted 
against Portugal's SC Braga, 
Galatasaray of Turkey and Ro¬ 
manians CFR-Cluj in the draw 
in Monaco. 

However, manager Sir Alex 
Ferguson did not need remind¬ 
ing that it was from a similarly 
straightforward group — con¬ 
taining Benfica, FC Basel and 
Cluj's domestic rivals Otelul 
Gelati — that the three-time 
champions failed to progress 
last season. 

United, beaten 3-1 by 
Barcelona in the 2011 final, 
are appearing in the group 
phase for a record 18th time. 

As in 2011, this season's 
final will also take place at 
London's Wembley Stadium, 
to mark the 150th anniversary 
of the English Football Asso¬ 
ciation. 
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City's pool, Group D, unites 
the reigning champions of 
England, Spain, Germany and 
the Netherlands, with the Man¬ 
chester club the only team 
never to have won the Cham¬ 
pions League. 

Roberto Mancini's side 
were drawn in a similarly tax¬ 
ing group last season and 
failed to reach the knockout 
phase, with Bayern Munich 
and Napoli finishing above 
them on their first appearance 
in the Champions League. 

City defender Joleon Le- 
scott refused to be discouraged 
by the draw, tweeting: "Group 
D highlights the fact why it's 
called Champions league. #Ti- 
tleWinnersOnly" 

Along with Spain, England 
are one of only two countries 
with four teams in the group 
phase and their fourth repre¬ 
sentatives, Arsenal, will face 
Schalke, Olympiacos and 
debutants Montpellier, the 
French champions, in Group B. 

There was one other new¬ 
comer in the draw in the shape 
of Malaga, who qualified by 
overcoming Panathinaikos in 
the play-off round earlier this 
week. 

The Spanish side were 
drawn in Group C with Zenit 
Saint Petersburg, Anderlecht 
and seven-time champions AC 
Milan, who will have been re¬ 
lieved to avoid a more difficult 
group after a summer in which 
they lost a glut of leading play¬ 
ers. 

Barcelona, finalists in two 
of the last four seasons, landed 


in Group G, where they will 
have fellow former champions 
Benfica and Celtic for com¬ 
pany, as well as Spartak 
Moscow. 

Big-spending Paris Saint- 
Germain, meanwhile, will 
fancy their chances of qualify¬ 
ing from a group that also in¬ 
cludes FC Porto, Dynamo 
Kiev and Dinamo Zagreb 

Last season's beaten final¬ 
ists Bayern Munich were 
placed in Group F alongside 
Valencia, they team they beat 
on penalties in the 2001 final, 
as well as Lille of France and 
Belarusian outfit BATE 
Borisov. 

The opening batch of group 
matches is scheduled for Sep¬ 
tember 18-19. 

Chelsea host Juventus in 
their first fixture, while Man¬ 
chester United tackle 
Galatasaray at Old Trafford 
and Manchester City visit Real 
Madrid.

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Football: Iniesta 
crowned European

MONACO (AFP) 
Barcelona's Spanish mid¬ 
fielder Andres Iniesta received 
the UEFA Best Player in Eu¬ 
rope award on Thursday after 
pipping Cristiano Ronaldo and 
club-mate Lionel Messi in a 
journalists' poll. 

It is his second major indi¬ 
vidual honour of the summer, 
after he was named Player of 
the Tournament for his role in 
Spain's triumph at Euro 2012 
in Poland and Ukraine. 

The award was decided by 
53 European journalists who 
cast their votes during Thurs¬ 
day's Champions League 
group-stage draw in Monaco. 

Iniesta, 28, received 19 
votes, with Ronaldo and Messi 
— the winner of last year's in- 
augurual prize — each receiv¬ 
ing 17. 

"I am very honoured and I 


dedicate this award to my 
Barcelona and Spain team¬ 
mates," said Iniesta, who re¬ 
ceived the award from UEFA 
president Michel Platini. 

"I am privileged to be here 
with two such great footballers 
as Leo and Cristiano." 

An artful attacking mid¬ 
fielder, Iniesta has won every 
major honour in the game with 
Barcelona and Spain over the 
last four years and notably 
scored the extra-time winner 
against the Netherlands in the 
2010 World Cup final in South 
Africa. 

Despite his success at Euro 
2012, Iniesta saw Barcelona 
miss out to Ronaldo's Real 
Madrid in last season's La 
Liga title race, while the Blau- 
grana also fell to eventual 
champions Chelsea in the 
semi-finals of the Champions 
League.

ZURICH (AFP) - Jamaican 
sprint duo Usain Bolt and 
Yohan Blake dominated the 100 
and 200m at the Diamond 
League meet here on Thursday, 
but Kenyan 800m star David 


Rudisha was upstaged by 
Ethiopian tyro Mohammed 
Aman. 

In a high-quality night of ac¬ 
tion featuring 14 Olympic 
champions, training partners 


130 . "Running after the 
hjg Olympics is much more fun, 
it is less stress," said Bolt. 
"Now I have one more race 
(in Brussels on September 7) 
until the end of the season and I 
am looking forward to it. 

Blake overcame a false start 
by top US sprinter Tyson Gay to 
hold his nerve in a 100 m raced 


in chilly, wet conditions at a 
packed Letzigrund Stadium. 

The 22-year-old, who won 
double sprint silver behind Bolt 
in the London Games and is 
currently the second fastest man 
in the world alongside Gay 
(after racing 9.69sec in Lau¬ 
sanne last week), rocketed out 
of his blocks at the second time 
of asking to power through the 
line. 

Compatriot Nesta Carter was 
second in 9.95sec, with Ameri¬ 
can Ryan Bailey (9.97) in third. 

There was disappointment 
for Rudisha, the blazing two-lap 
specialist who was bidding to 
better his own world record of 
lmin 40.91 sec he set when win¬ 
ning 800m gold at the London 
Games earlier this month. 

With all talk of the record 
bid, no one had counted on the 
kick of 18-year-old Aman, who 
finished sixth at the Olympics 
but who importantly last year 
became the first and last man to 


defeat Rudisha since 2009. 

Rudisha's pacemaker missed 
his first lap target by more than 
lsec, and with any chance of a 
world record completely out of 
the window, the 23-year-old 
Kenyan world champion found 
himself in front but in a real 
dogfight with Aman, who 
kicked as the duo rounded the 
last bend. 

Aman held on for a convinc¬ 
ing win in a personal best of 
1:42.53, with Rudisha timing 
1:42.81. 

Aman left his Kenyan rival 
in no doubt that it would not be 
all plain sailing for him in the 
two-lap race next season. 

One Olympic champion to 
also shine was Jamaica's Shelly- 
Ann Fraser-Pryce, who re¬ 
bounded from two successive 
losses to Carmelita Jeter in Lau¬ 
sanne and Birmingham to easily 
trump the American in the 
women's 100m in 10.83sec.
